RELIGIONS IN THE FAR EAST.

(Daily Press, 19th July ) 

Following oar remarks yesterday, we may 
briefly note the namerous kindred references 
that have appeared in the press since Dr. 
trcHary’s quaint comments. Christendom 
seems to be ignoring the parable of the 
lilies, and taking thought, not only for its 
ewn to-morrow, but for all the to-morrows 
of the Chinese and Japanese. Perhaps the 
most interesting is Mr. A. R. Conqunoun’s 
contribution to the Fortnightly, on “Christi- 
anity and China”. Where My. Corguuoun 
sticks to his subject, his utterances appear 
quite authoritative. gIt was necessary, 
perhaps, considering the “smugness” of 
many of his readers, to insist that the 
Chinese are not lacking in the moral sense; 
and he had also the right to add his opinion 
of the influence on the Chinese character of 
the respective cults.that have found a home 
in the Empire. He notes a change which 
we do not consider as real as it seems: 
formerly we were told that the common 
people _ welcomed Christianity and the 


‘government and literati were hostile to it. 


It is now the latter who are ostentatiously 
friendly, while the anti-missiouary feeling is 
spreading throughout the country. The 
missionary with sufficient experience and_ 
candour has to admit thatat bottom there has 
been no vital change of sentiwent on either 
side, When we were told that “the common 
people welcomed Christianity” we were 
told what was not true, or at least, we 
were deceived by exaggeration. When 
Mr. CoxnquHounN considers the prospects 
of Christianity in China, he asks what 
Chrigtan Se to China.

THE HO MIU LING HOSPITAL. 


—_ 


OPENED BY H.&. THE GOVERNOR. 

The ceremony of opening the Ho Min Liug 
Hospital, performed by His Excellency the 
Governor on the 2ist July, was witnessed 
by alarge number of ladies und gentlamen. The 
building was decorated with flags in honour of 
the event, 

The Ho Mia Ling Hospital is built on 
Inland Lot No. 1,709, off Boulium Road, 


and ‘west of Nethersole Hospital. The site _ 


is situited immediately to the east of Breezy 
Point, is an ideal one for purposes of a 
hospital. unl was given to the trustess by the 
(fovarnment, ‘he lot has wide roads on north 
and south sidss, and Crown, land a4joias on east 
and west, sothat it is thoroughly isolated and 
op-nona‘l sides. Ths buildiags were erected 
at the expense of Mra. Wu Ting-fang, sister 
of Hon. De. Ho Kai, C.M.G., snd have been so 


dasignead thit direct natural ventilation is _ 


ovtain-d into aud through al} the wards, and 
the requirements of light and air set forch ia 
most recant ordinances have been excaeded. 
The site has been formsd by building large 
atone retaining walls o: the sorth and east 
sides and then necessary filling in was made to 
bring up to present levels. The entrance from 
the road is by an irun gite at tha highest 
portion of the sits, and a few ft below tho 
level of the ground storey. Ths maia buildings 
have wide verandahs along the whole of the 
front on each storey, upon which convalescent, 
patients may bask in good weather, aad from 
which verandahs views of the whole harbour 
and Kowloon may be obtained. The grouad 
flour is taken dp by two large gonggal war ls 
opening oat of the geatret fancy tiled hall. 
Thaga wards are well lighted and ventilated 
and accommodation is provided in the two 
wards for 24 bads. Cente heating arrange- 
ments, conforming to the latest approv sd ideas, 
have been mids in eich ward.

The Crewn Solicitor, Mr F. B, L, Bowley, 
prosecuted, and Mr. C. F. Dixon (of Mr. John 
Hastiugs’ office) appeared for the defendant. 

Mr. Bowley stated that the defendant, who 
was a public servant, was charged with obtain- 
ing bribes un 32 different uccasions, the earliest 
date being Uctober {th last year, aud the latest 
Jaly Sth this year. Defendant was employed 
by the Sanitary Department as a watcliman on 
the Peak district, and his principal duties 
consisted of sup-arvising the work of the 
conservancy and scavenging contractors.

’ MURDER ON THE WEST RIVER. 


FOL EBIGN PASSENGBB SLAIN BY PIRATES. 


The Canton Daily Newa published the 
following “ Express” on Saturday :—~Yesterday 
(July 13th) at 7 p.m, while 5U miles below 


_Samshui, the 3.8, Sainam was plundered by 


river pirates. The desperadoes came on board 
as passengers and at Kautong surrounded the 
saloon while the pxssengers were at dinner. 
Missionary Dr. Macdonald, who was a4 
passenger, wis shot dead on the spot, and 
the Captain was severely wounded. The 


room, where he hid behind the . boilers, 
from where he was later rescu-d, bad! 
injard by the intense heat. Those of the 
native passungers who offered r-sistance were 
killed by blows on the head, and four Indian 
watchmen® (ship's guard) were also badly 
injured. The wkole ship wrs plundered, doors 
broken open, truo's and furniture smashed. 
The ship presents a horrible spectacle. After 
completing their dastardly work the pirates 
dropped anchor, and left the ship by Chinese 
junks that were awaiting them. ‘Ihe crews 
of these junks were entirely naked and painted 
in fantastic colours, 

H.M. gunboat Moorhen, stationed at Samshui 
left at ones for the scene of: the robbery. 
Commissioner of Cugtoms von Lindholm at 
Samshing at once wired details of the atrocity 
to H. E. the Viceroy and the Commissioner of 
Customs at Canton, and sent to-day by first 
tram a deputy to co mmuoicate with the 
authorities. At once upon receiving the news 
of the outrage Mr. von Liodhoim sent word to 
the Chinese Admiral in Samshui, who considered 
his full duty done by sending a mandarin of 
lower degree to investigate the matter. The

Here the prisoners were chained together 
in a hut, af ths door of which an armed 
sentry was placed on’ guard. They were

The rest of them 
“left with a considerable sam of money and 
booty. The Samshui Magistrate has sent

THE LINCHOW MASSACRE, 

The Tis. 46,100 compensation for the murder 
of the misei naries at Linchow and the de- 
struction of their property has just been 
paid to the American Consulate at «anton, as 
ordered. Recently Viceroy Shum communicat- 

- ed with the American ( onsul-General stating 
that fhe people in Linchow are very poor and 
that he was unable to exact the enormous sum 
of money from the village aud pay the indemnity 
at once. He begged for a reduction of the 
amount or else more tima in which to pay it. 
‘The Consul replied that the maltar was decided 
between the respective Governments, that he 
had no power to alter it, ‘and that if the 
amount were not forthwith paid over he would 
telegraph to his Minister at Peking.

MUTINY OF PRISONERS. 

Since Western reforms have been introduced 
in the prisons of China (referring to the 
introduction of handicrafts such ag shoe-making 
rattan work, etc.), there have been several cases: 
of mutiny and in one or two _ instances 
prisoners have euccessfully used their {fools 
as weapons.

A LETTER OF DEFSNCE. 

The following letter, with a postscript to the 
effect that no wages were withheld, ‘appeared 
in the Echo de Chine :— | | ; 

I have taken notice of the attacks directed by 
certain papers against the Franch | Railway 
Company of Yitnuan. It happens that I have 
just now arrived in Shanghai after having 
followed the works of the iron! road along its 
whole cours: from Laokai to :Yuon&nsen. 
b-lieve that it is my duty to protest against 
certain assertions which cao only be d on 
ill- vill or on an excessive credulity. 

It is not correct to say that {he adolies are 
badly treated. They ara never struck, and 
that for seversl reasons; amoug otters this, 
that the Company needs workers, and if they 
are badly treated they go away hey are 
better paid than everywhere el-e in the interior 
of China. In the Namti Valley:rice is supplied 
at a price appreciably lower than thajnet cost 
price, because without this, by reason of the 
difficulty of communications, they pa have 


to pay too dear. Barracks and hospitals have 
been constructed. Doc’'ors ara found all along 
the way. From Méngtze to Yiinnagsen local 
workmen are employed. ‘These are ithe same 
coolies who come to work every) year whan théy 
have fioished their agricultural works in their 
own districts. They are not the. xo yahappy. 

In the Namli Valley there aré no inhabitants. 
One is obliged to employ ‘Annamites ! and 
Chinese who come from the four quarters of 
China. Thecountry isunhealthy. It was more 
so at the c mmencenent of tha works before the 
undergrowth all along the way: had been burat., 
By reason of this there havd beea/from the 
commencement epidemics andi a considerable 
loss among the coolies employed in this region. 
What was possible bas been done to remedy 
this state of things, by imp-oving the barracks, 
makiug the country salubrious,; and by stopping 
work when the heavy rsins ara on. Finally io 
the Namti Valley the indigenous workers, the 
same as the Kuropeav employees, are paid more

A MINE AT THE YANGTZE MOUTH 


THE ESCAPE OF THE C. N. 8. “ NINGPO." " 
Another ‘serious accident by collision with a 
floating mine occurred on Jaly 6th (morning ) 
within about 143 miles of Shanghai, but it was 
fortnnately not attended by any losgot life. 
The C. N. 8. Nengpo ( Capt. Hedy ) left Siang- 
hai for Japin prison Tharadiy, ths Sth in- 
staat, in place of the regular str. Uhenan which 
was undergoing repairs in the Naw Dock. All 
weat well until 3.25 am.on the 6th instant, 
whe the vessel was io Lit. 3i deg. 45° N., Long, + & 
124 dag. 25° E., about 130 miles B.N. BH. of the 1 
Boll Buoy. At that time, without any warn- 
ing, the steamer came in contact with a rier d 
miue. Thare was a tremendous explosion, fol- - 
lowed by a heavy shock aud a sheet of flame. 
The shock was so great that the crew in the 
forecastle were almost thrown ont of their 
bunks, and those ou deck were thrown off their 
feet. The veasel was showered with spriy from 
stem to stero, aud piec:s of the exploded mine 
| rained upon the deck, one hugs piecqof metal 
(falling upon the bridge deck and narrowly 
missing the sccond offiver, Mr. Lsitch, who was 
on watch at the time.. The psssangers—Mr. 
aud Mrs. Farrell and child and Mr. J. W.- 
Burtwell—rashed into tha saloon, and Capt. |

rushed on deck. The captain gave ordsrs for the 
boats to be swang out, and this was done quick- 
ly, the officers aud crew taking their atstinns 
and carrying out orders quite coolly.

starboard bow, through which water was rushing 
into the fore-peak. ‘The stem of the veasel was 
badly twisted and a number of ‘plates on both 
port and starboard bows were deated yr bulged.

It has probably struck many d£ those who. 
have. happened to note the large u r of 
applications fo start mining operations io the 
various provinces which have been reported from 
time; to time, that by now China ought to ba 
fairly bristling with newly-opened mines of all 
sorts, or at least preparations for them. When 
the new mining tions were promulgated 
‘it will be remémbered that there was a regular 

{ scramble to. get mining concessions allotted 
to Chinese soas to outwit and forestall any 
and all possible:foraign applications. When it 
was found that these were not pouring in, and 
there was no immediate danger of foreigners 
desiring to invest their capital under such un- 
fasourable conditions as the Chinese Govern- 
ment offered, the Chinese set about things with 
a little Jess haste. and a little more 
method. The applications did not cease, in 
fact they are sald to be still going up to the 

4 Board at the rate of two or three a day, with 
a regularity. which has at length attracted the 
attention of the Board. After careful inves- 
tigation it has ascartained that most of these 
petitions ara bogus schemes got up for the 

. purpose of obfaining credit or to attain some 
other end, and that not one of them is being 
carried out. The petitioners are in most cases 
possessed of neither the knowledge nor the 
means to work mines, bat who know very well 
‘ how to turn the permit granted them 
to account: in other ways. The Board 
has now therefore decided that in future 
anyone. petitioning for mining rights must 
give indisputable guarantee that he really has 
the- capital for the undertaking, and that the 
mine will be really worked before any certificate

They hope that our author 
ities clearly perceive where the real responsibi- 
lity rests, and they confidently anticipate the 
presentation of a united front and a firm 
attitude in fighting down the inevitable opposi- 
tion of the Chinese authorities to our just 
demands Nevertheless they consider it their 
duty to invite discussion on a-resolution which 
I shall presently propose. with a view to making 
local mercantilé opinion perfectly clear.

It wonld be tedious if I wre t+ 
dwellin detail on all these incidents. ‘Moreaver,o* 
time does not permit of it. Time only permits m+ 
to indicate briefly certain broad an@ sigaificaat 
aspects of the question. Broadly | treatad and 
briefly stated, the circumstance: mbhy be 
summarised thus. The West | River was 
declared open to trade in June, 1897, b 
Imperial Edict. At first many diffi tre

but that any danger existed of piraticil attacks 
on steamers flying the British flag was not 
reckoned with seriously. No-ons wha went 
ta Wuchow in those days aver thought of if, 
any more than if the voyage had buen 
Macao. I was an early passenger. | I reniembe 
the trip as if it had been made yesterday. Th 
idea of danger naver entered my haad. But i 
a little time things began to change for th 
worse. Chinese launches, then entering upo 
the trade, offered good plunder to adven- 
turous robbers and cases of piracy beca 
frequent. Anyone who cares to study ¢ 
recurds of tue Chamber of Commerce gud the 
China Association or ta consnlt the files of the 
local press will find that the qnestion of the 
proper protection of the West Rirer trade has 
been constantly cropping up siace then. We 
whose lot has been cast in Hongkong during 
the period know it as men know tne things that 
have become woven into their daily life. We 
need no records to remind ws that ducigg 
the period of Li Hung-chaug’s vicerovalty 
these attacks became of mach less freqnent 
occurrence, and that towards the ead of fit 
they had practically caased. Ta Hang-chang, 
in fact, put down piracy. I wish particularly 
to direct your attention ta that fact, I[t ]is 
important inasmuch agit sarvey to make clear 
that in the hauds of a strong administrator the 
thing ean be. done (applausx:). gain po 
records are needed to enable most. of 119 fo recall 
the cireumstancs that after Li Hung-chang’s 
departure these outrages were ranewad. This 
wae predicted by the Chairmin of the Hougkong 
Branch of the China Association in his report 
dated May, 1X9.

And now comes the question: Who is the 
official directly respousible for this supineness ” 
I can conosive of only one answer. Viceroy. 
Shum is responsible. (applause). Dr. 
MaoDonald’s blood is on his official head. In 
common justice the Viceroy's official life 
should answer for the crime. It should be cut 
short by his enforced retirement (applause). 
This last is merely wy private view. It ma 
be met by the objection that there is no likeli- 
hood of Shum being succeeded by a better 
man.

It is clear that he has not eeriously - 
endeavoured to cope wilh the difficulties of the 
situation, that he has allowed matters to drift, 
and that be has allogether failed to fu'fil the : 
functions of his high office. He is the real: 
culprit. Ou his shoulders the blame rusts wud 
we should not rest until this has been made plain 
to him, Unless it is, the whole affair will soon 
be forgotten end the old evils will recur. In 
saying this I speak wilh the confidence |

HI8 LORDSHIP THE BISHOP'S VIEWS. 


At St. John’s Cathedral on July 22nd his 


esting sermon on “ Hezekiah's Sickness and 


Christian Science”, taking his text from Isaiah 
3Be. lv. 


His Lordship said: —It is a remarkable feature 
of the présent day that on all sifes we see new 
sects springing up. Both in England and 
America, especially in the latter couutry, during 
the last fifty years, men and women have 
ariseu, who have claimed to have received some 
special revelation, or to have made soma new 
disc very with regard to religion. They lave

Aii* 
of late in Hongkong. Many of us have been 
more or less interested in what is called | 
“ Christian Science”, which has been recently 
introduced into this Colony. Mrs. Eddy, | 
the founder, is, as you know, au American. 
She professes to have made a “sacred dis- 
covery “ and it is her work to make this 
discovery known under the name of “ Christian 
Science’. Her “Science” embraces not 
religion only, but the whole- seheme of oxis- 
tence; but she like others finds it expedient 
tobring healing into prominence as a means 
of gathering adherents in the varly stages 
of her work. She learned, she tells us, that 
this science must be demonstrated by healing, | 
before a work on the srbject could be profitably | 
studied, But it seems to me, as I study her | 
writings, that Mrs. ays system must be | 
distinguished from others in one import | 
ant respect. Other systems of heating, | 
even the more extravagant of them, are for | 
the most part superstructures erected on the 
fundamental truths of Christianity ; Chris‘ian 
Science subverts or denies these fundamental 
truths. I am not unaware that it has been 
stated in Hongkong that it is possible to be a 
follower of Christian Science without altering 
one's relationship to the Christian Church. But 
such a statement must be basel on ignorance 
either of what Christian Science teaches, or 
of what the Christian Faith really is. - I cannot 
of course attempt to discuss even in outline the 
whole system, but let me mention « few points 
on which Christian Science is in direct conflict 
with Catholic Christianity. Take for instance 
some of our XXXIX Articles. I quote them 
because, being based on scripture, they, at avy 
rate the jearlier ones, express precisely the 
Catholic: Faith of Christendom, formulated~ 
after: lengthened discussion of many of the 
very points raised now again by Mra. Eddy. 
The first Article states—'' There is Lut one 
living and true God, everlasting, without body, 
parta, or passions ; of infinite power, wisdom, 
and goodness: the Maker and Preserver of all 
things: both visible and invisible. And in 
unity‘of this Godhead there Le three Persons, 
of ome substance, power, and eternity, the 
Father, the Sou, and the Holy Ghost.” With 


{ in one—the same in essence though multiford

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EDUCATION IN HONGKONG. 


Referring to the recent report of the Hong 
kong schools inspection, a correspondent of the 
N.-C. Datty News eays:—In Hongkong we 
have no struggle over au educational bill, and no 

i vexed footings over religions denominationalism. 
| Yet many of the elementory schools are under 
{the control of missionaries, and are known as 
| Grant-in-aid Schools. Here Government ex- 
ects four houcs per diem to be devoted te 
: distinctly secular education, such as is approved 
lof by tha Inspector of Schools. Outside of 


hb ‘this the mauager or teacher can teach Chris- 


tianity, Buddhism or even the effete traditional 
ideas foand in old books of Chinese cosmogony. 
| I believe the schools directly ander the control of

. The average attendance this year haa been 5,323.
